WHEREAS  Edmund  T.  Wade  was  duly  elected 
Clerk  atid  Collector  at  a meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  district  Municipality  of  Surrey  held 
on  the  •25th  day  of  February,  A 1).  lS9d;  and 

Whereas  D.  R.  McElinon  was  duly  elected  Assessor 
at  a meeting  of  the  said  Council  held  on  the  25th  day 
of  February,  A.D.  1893  ; and 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  appoint  the  remuneration 
of,  and  determine  the  security  to  be  given  by,  the 
said  officers  ;

COQUITLAM  BY-LAWS. 

A BY-LAW 

for  Jerying  rates  on  all  lands  ajion  the  Assessment 
Jioll  of  the  Jiistriet  of  Cm/a ithim. 

Be  it  ENACTED  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Coquitlam,  in 
Council  assembled,  as  follows,  viz. : — 

1.  On  all  the  land,  real  projjerty  and  improvements 
upon  the  Assessment  Roll  for  1893,  is  hereby  levied  a 
tax  at  the  rate  of  three  and  one-third  mills  on  the 
dollar  as  a special  rate  for  payment  of  interest  and 
providing  a sinking  fund  in  terms  of  “Coquitlam  Loan 
By-Law,  1892.’' 

2.  On  all  the  land,  real  property  and  improvements 
upon  the  said  Assessment  Roll,  so  far  as  the  same  are 
classed  as  “ improved  lands,”  is  hereby  levied  a tax 
at  the  rate  of  one  and  two-third  mills  on  the  dollar 
for  all  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Municipality. 

3.  On  all  the  land  upon  the  said  Assessment  Roll 
that  is  classed  as  “ wild  land,”  is  herebj'  levied  a wild 
land  tax  at  the  r.ate  of  two  per  cent,  upon  the  assessed 
value  of  said  land  for  all  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Municipality. 

4.  The  said  taxes  sliall  be  due  and  payable  to  the 
Collector  of  the  Municipality,  at  his  office,  on  the  1st 
day  of  May,  1893.  On  all  taxes  levied  under  sections 
2 and  3 hereof  that' are  paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day 
of  July,  1893,  the  Collector  shall  allow  a rebate  of 
one-sixth  thereof. 

5.  The  “ Coquitlam  Revenue  By-law,  1892,”  and 
the  “ Road  Tax  By-law,  1891,”  are  hereby  repealed. 

6.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“Coquitlam  Revenue  Bj^-law,  1893.”
